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fc V*Ju* of Kindorgarton. 

X woman who was supposed to be 
fairly Intelligent was beard to say not 
long tfo: ‘T waa thinking of sending 
my little boy to Miss Robinson's kin¬ 
dergarten, but wbat Is tbe nse? Tbe 
colored girl can amuse him Just as 
well—end so much cheaper.” 

Shade of the blessed Freldricb Froe- 
bel! There is as wide a difference be¬ 
tween the aimless and boisterous dl- 
rerdons Improvised by tbe ignorant 
nurse and the scientific methods of the 
trained klndergartner as In the final 
resalts of Mr. Squeers’ school and those 
of Arnold of Rugby. 

It la only the unobservant part of tbe 
community that could misjudge tbe 
value of the “gifts” and “occupations," 
the names given by Froebel to the ba 
sis of the kindergarten Idea. In these 
gifts and occupations the children see 
nothing but playthings, but It is surely 
inexcusable ignorance In this day of 
enlightenment on the subject, when 
the mothers of the children neither 
know nor perceive their underlying 
principles, and yet some persons thUik 
that telling a child tbe correct Dame of 
a thing In infancy Is to threaten him 
with brain fever, just as they croak 
about young Sldls being a “soph” at 
Harvard at thirteen. And when It Is 
explained that a box of blocks may Il¬ 
lustrate the first principles of geometry 
to a child of five the untaught mother 
holds up her hands In horror. 

But tt Is easy for the child to know 
tbe six sided blocks as cubes and more 
entertaining to form geometrical de¬ 
signs with them than to keep on mak¬ 
ing the “house that Jack built” Just 
to topple over unendingly. Moreover, 
be comes to the difficult study of ge¬ 
ometry in later years with a clearer 
understanding, because, having han¬ 
dled cubes, he has a sense perception 
of them, and. In verification of Resta- 
loisft doctrine of object teaching as 
the scientific method in opposition to 
mer# memory culture, the child has so 
handled them as to be perfectly famil¬ 
ial with their angles and relative pro¬ 
portions and readily comprehends the 
basis of a theorem tn college days. 

The kindergarten child comes, first 
of all, under the law of obedience, a 
law honored by children en masse, 
though naturally dlsiJegarded by them 
afngly In their homes. Tiny as he is, 
ha is called to order on the stroke of 
9. Then he joins hts companions in 
singing Joyous son^s of “good mor¬ 
row,** making Mr liHle rahftktion to 
teachers and friends as he repeats the 
greeting. This is hla beginning of 
^brtllness in public. Then follows an 
hour of staging, each song containing 
within Its sugar coating of sparkling 
tune some bit of observation about 
those things dear to the child heart— 
the sun, mooD and stars; the birds, 
butterflies, flowers and animals; the 
tea and the mountains. Then follow 
the active games, the story telling, the 
elay modeling and the paper mat 
weaving, each having so much more 
meaning than lies on the surface- 

While the kindergarten has. of 
Course, long since become a necessary 
part of a child's training, from those 
nurtured in the lap of luxury to these 
who exist in the slums. It Is a remark¬ 
able fact that few of these mothers 
have ever accompanied their children 
there, and those who have never seen 
a roomful of happy kindergarten chil- 
’dren filling their morning hours with 
-Intelligently directed play have no 
Idea how readily they form graphic 
and lasting mental pictures to the ac¬ 
companiment of rhythmic movement 
when singing their lovely songs and 
j gestures and postures to 11- 

j lustrate them nor how, by means of 
absorbing modeling, tbe basic Idea of 
the beauty and Joy of construction as 
opposed to destructiveness may be 
; awakened. 
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The Child's Appetite, 
child that comes home from 
school with little appetite for luncheon 
probably needs fresh air as much as 
anything else. Unless it shows signs 
of Illness It Is best to overlook the 
lack of appetite as much as possible 
for the first time, at any rate, aid in¬ 
vent some excuse either for a walk or 
for some physical exercise in the open 
air. This exercise should be as nat¬ 
ural as possible— a romp with the dbg 
in the back yard, a game of hall with 
brother or sister or something of a like 
nature that will not suggest to the 
child that mother is worried about 
him. Don’t, however, Insist that he 
eat, as his lack of appetite may come 
from an overloaded stomach or one 
that is not doing Its duty, and more 
food would only invite a real illness. 


Baby's Airing. i 
Mothers must be careful in dlstin- 
t fuiahlng between good and bad days 
for their babies to be out The gen 
eral principle is, of course, to give the 
baby an airing every day, because 
fresh air'is as necessary to a child's 
health as good food is. But authori¬ 
ties agree that on certain kinds of 
days it Is far better for baby to stay 
indoors. Tbe point to beware of is 
dampness; not the temperature, but 
tbe quality of the air. A cold day is 
splendid for children provided it is the 
. dry, stimulating kind of cold. But a 
damp, raw day will do them more 
barm than good. Even if it seems 
moderately warm don't take them out 
It Is the dampness that breeds chills 
isd goes thrust and croup.
